2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While it is known per se to adhesively coat various substrates such as paper, 
tissue, etc. using an adhesive coated knurled (i.e. recessed) roller as exemplified 
in the teachings of Herzog (US 3,762,365; col. 1 lines 6-13; figures 1-3), this 
known process, however, fails to suggest positioning a 1 st layer of an 
undergarment to a support frame having "an elastomeric adhesive receiving" 
recessed region and then selectively applying an elastomeric adhesive "to said 
elastomeric adhesive receiving recess on said first layer". Moreover, while it is 
also known per se in the art of making an absorbent article to position a barrier 
sheet onto a support member having a plurality of recesses, and then to 
selectively apply pressure sensitive adhesives around the recess portions of the 
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support member as exemplified in the teachings of EP 623,332 (abstract; figures 

3-5c), there is reason in the art to incorporate the process taught by EP '332 to 

form an undergarment particularly a modified process of EP '915.
